The Holy 
Office declared in its ruling, according 
to the above report, that baptism per- 
formed by Protestant ministers was 
valid “unless it could be proved that 
the Protestant minister had not con- 
ferred that sacrament in accordance 
with the true spirit of Christian doc- 
trine, as interpreted by the Roman 
Catholic Church.” 

It must be remembered that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church has always 
claimed jurisdiction over all Chris- 
tians, that is, over all baptized per- 
sons, and that the validity of Protes- 
tant baptisms and marriages depends 
upon the teachings and regulations of 
the Roman Catholic Church. Thus, ac- 
cording to the decree Ne Temere is- 
sued in 1908, the marriage of Protes- 
tant couples (who have been properly 
baptized—according to Catholic doc- 
trine) that take place in Protestant 
churches are now regarded as valid 
marriages—but only by special per- 
mission ot dispensation of the Holy 
See, not through any power residing 
in (“heretical”) Protestant pastors. 
This decree, however, made invalid. 
the marriages of Catholic and Protes- 
tant couples (“mixed marriages”) un- 
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less performed before a Roman Cath- 
olic priest only, after signing of con- 
tracts pledging that all children shall 
be baptized and educated as Roman 
Catholics. Thus, whether Protestants 
like it or not, the Roman Catholic 
Church continues to go ahead and 
legislate for their salvation and the 
validity of their baptisms and mar- 
riages. 


Baptism—performed according to 
the method, teaching and intention of 
the Church of Rome—is held to be 
essential for salvation in Roman Cath- 
olic teaching. Without it, one will 
never get to heaven. Thus, infants and 
children who die without this baptism 
before attaining the use of reason, 
though they will not suffer the tor- 
tures of hell, will never see God and 
enjoy eternal bliss with Him in heav- 
en. They will be confined for always 
to a place called Limbo, a neutral 
state where it is said they will enjoy 
a natural happiness. All those who 
pass the age of reason without being 
properly baptized are regarded as pa- 
gans. Baptism is listed as the first of 
Rome’s seven sacraments, and, with- 
out it, none of the other six is of any 
effect. Thus if a man not properly 
baptized were ordained a priest or 
made a bishop, his ordination or con- 
secration would be in vain. 


This is the teaching applied to Prot- 
estant baptisms in this latest ruling of 
the Congregation of the Holy Office 
mentioned above. Protestants who 
have not been baptized by their pas- 
tors “in accordance with the true spir- 
it of Christian doctrine as interpreted 
by the Roman Catholic Church,” are 
regarded by the Catholic Church as 
pagans, not Christians. Roman Catho-

To be logical, this 
Jesuit spokesman would also have to 
include the teaching of atheism—even 
of Communism, which the Roman 
Catholic Church itself holds to be a 
‘religion.’ But maybe we should not 
expect a Jesuit to be that logical!

High Requiem For 
Gangsters 


ewe gees by the pomp and cer- 
emony of a high requiem mass, fu- 
neral services for the slain Kansas City 
gangster, Charles Binaggio, were held last 
April 10 in Holy Rosary Roman Catholic 
Church. More than 1,000 people filled the 
church to overflowing, and among the fif- 
ty-six pallbearers, as reported by the N. Y. 
Times, were “state Senators, state and 
county office holders, ward leaders and 
gangsters.” About 500 floral pieces were 
sent from all the large cities of the coun- 
try—New York, Chicago, St. Louis, De- 
troit, Miami, Reno, Los Angeles, and San 
Francisco. On the same day, a requiem 
mass was also celebrated for Charles Gar- 
gotta, Binaggio’s gunman, who was slain 
with him. The Chicago Tribune reported 
that more than $1000.00 in mass offerings 
had been made for each of them at the 
funeral parlor, where their bodies lay in 
two copper coffins, “each of which cost 
about $2500.” 


Binaggio was a professional gambler 
and underworld political bossof the crowd- 
ed downtown wards of Kansas City. He 
was also suspected of having connections 
with nation-wide vice and crime syndi- 
cates. He and his followers had hoped, 
but apparently failed, to make Kansas City 
a “wide-open town” as it was under the 
tule of the notorious Boss Pendergast, 

whose underworld or- 
ganization was broken 
up ten years ago when 
he and many of his 
henchmen went to 
jail.

Religious Education, an interdenomina- 
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tional agency representing forty major 
Protestant church bodies in the United 
States and Canada. Publication date is set 
for September, 1952. The Revised Stand- 
atd Version of the New Testament was 
completed by the same group of scholars in 
1945, and more than two million copies 


have been sold since its publication the fol- 
lowing year. 


The work of this group of scholars, as 
explained by its chairman, Dr. Luther A. 
Weigle, dean-emeritus of Yale Divinity 
School, is not “revising the Bible,” but 
rather the English translation of the Bible, 
“the English words, phrases and sentences 
which are used to express the meaning of 
the Hebrew and Greek.” When authorizing 
the work, the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education insisted that the revision 
“should embody the best results of modern 
scholarship as to the meaning of the Scrip- 
tures, and express this meaning in English 
diction which is designed for use in public 
and private worship and preserves those 
qualities which have given to the King 


James Version a supreme place in English 
literature.” 


A group of Roman Catholic scholars is 
also working on a revision of the Douay 
Version of the Old Testament. The Book 
of Genesis, of this New Catholic Revised 
Old Testament, was published last year.

Papal Nuncios in every capital made 
vigorous representations and received 
assurance of support.” Thus, delegates 
from Catholic countries who had de- 
termined to vote ‘‘no,” were instructed 
to vote “yes.” 


When it became known that the 
Philippine delegation had decided to 
change from abstention to “no,” Card- 
inal Spellman wired the President of 
the Philippines requesting an affirma- 
tive vote—and he got it. Many other 
countries likewise changed over at the 
last moment at the insistence of Ro- 
man Catholic authorities. The Nation 
article further reports that one of the 
Benelux countries, seeking a change of 
instructions, was informed: “Sorry, the 
Cardinal insists you vote ‘yes.’”’ It is 
the opinion of the author that: “The 
Vatican's interest in internationaliza- 
tion is based on its determination to 
make Jerusalem a second Rome. It sees 
in Jerusalem a gateway to the promo- 
tion of its interests in the Middle East 
and Asia.” 


But it would seem that the Vatican 
scored an empty victory, since it is 
likely in the opinion of so many com- 
petent observers that the international- 
ization plan will never work. The Is- 
raelis are determined to resist it- and 
King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan is re- 
ported as having declared that his part 
of Jerusalem (the Old City) will be 
taken from him only over his dead 
body. An attempt to use force against 
the two parties concerned in order to 
carry out the U.N. decision might well 
bring on the total destruction of the 
Holy Places that everyone is anxious 
and willing to protect. 
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Latin America and the Living Christ

FEW WEEKS AGO, here 
at Buck Hill Falls, Bishop 
Oxnam told the Annual 
Meeting of the board of 
Foreign Missions and 
Church Extension of: the 
Methodist Church that the 
Church today faces two threats: Com- 
munism and Roman Catholicism. Some 
people in the United States will find 
it difficult to accept that dictum. Those 
who know the Latin American situa- 
tion and who also understand the in- 
trigues and the power politics of the 
Roman Catholic Church will find it to 
be true. They know what Roman Cath- 
olicism does to a country when it is 
the dominant religion. 

Both Catholicism and Communism 
are totalitarian and authoritarian. 
While one denies religious liberty to 
those outside its fold, the other denies 
civil liberty. Both have used freedom 
to deny freedom to minorities, both 
seek sources of power so that they can 
use them to their own advantage. Bish- 
op Oxnam says they are a threat to the 
Church.

"H latin America is not a very good 
B qhibit as far as Catholic culture goes. 
The Roman Catholic Church has failed 
io provide any spiritual power or mo- 
al dynamic that would change some 
of the most deplorable social and eco- 
gomic conditions to be found any- 
where. It is estimated that two-thirds 
of the population are ill-fed, ill-cloth- 
ed and ill-housed. The Church has al- 
lowed the majority of the people to re- 
main in. ignorance and superstition; it 
has been more interested in political 
power, social prestige and its own eco- 
nomic resources than in the moral 
well-being of the people and in the 
wth of freedom. Priests have kept 
the Bible from the people and incited 
fanatics to persecute and kill Protes- 
tants for worshiping God according to 
their conscience. A few months ago a 
§ mob of Bolivian Indians attacked a 
group of evangelicals assembled for 
Bible study. Norman Dabbs, a Canad- 
ian missionary, and seven native be- 
lievers were brutally murdered. Com- 
“B menting on the incident, Time maga- 
une told how the Canadian Baptist 
missionaries had spread good works 
across the windswept Bolivian alti- 
plano. They had built schools and hos- 
itals, and given out free medicines.

CATHOLICISM FORERUNNER OF 
COMMUNISM 
Roman Catholicism, we believe, 
helps pave the way for Communism, 
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and that is one reason why it is a 
threat today. Conditions in Latin 
America are not as bad as they were 
in Russia in 1917, but there is a simi- 
larity. A large majority of the people 
are landless, illiterate, underprivi- 
leged, exploited; a land-owning church 
is interested in its own power and posi- 
tion, an ecclesiastical system devoid of 
spiritual power, and mainly interested 
in the status quo; resentful of any 
change, as in Russia. 

In Latin America the three enemies 
of democracy are militarism, clerical- 
ism, and landlordism. As one visits the 
Latin American countries today he is 
impressed with the way in which cleri- 
calism and militarism, often hand in 
hand, have fastened their hold on the 
people in some of them. 

In his book The Americas, published 
posthumously, Laurence Duggan says, 
“the Argentine militarists’ wooing of 
the Church went to odd extremes when 
they appointed the Virgin Mary an 
honorary general in the. Argentine 
Army.” Argentina happens to be more 
prosperous than the other Latin Ameri- 
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can countries and Communism will 
probably not get a foothold there. But 
in some other countries we found, last 
summer, that while Communism has 
been driven underground or held in 
check, yet it is a potential threat espec- 
ially among the working classes and 
the labor unions. In the last war 44% 
of our strategic war materials came 
from Latin America and in some indi- 
vidual cases the percentage was much 
higher. If a third world war were to 
come Russia would not be our ally and 
things would be different. The copper 
industry in Chile, for example, might 
be completely sabotaged. 

Latin America is suffering from 
grave economic ills partly because of 
the war, partly due to the lack of in- 
dustries, technical skills and capital 
and the almost complete absence of 
scientific agriculture. Writing about 
the latter in his book Road to Survival, 
Vogt quoted a Latin American as say- 
ing that the Number One problem was 
not soil erosion, serious as that was, 
but moral erosion. Above everything 
else Latin America needs a faith by 
which to live, a moral dynamic which 
will challenge the old order with its 
evils and injustices. Latin America is 
already in the midst of revolutionary 
changes. It is a continent in ferment, 
seeking to break the shackles of feud- 
alism, and yearning for a better life 
with social and economic justice for 
all. Civilization and the outside world 
are catching up with outmoded tradi- 
tionalism and unchristian patterns of 
life. “Things are very bad in Latin 
America these days,” said a wealthy 
Colombian. woman, ‘‘why, even the 
cooks want to send their children to 
the University.’ The downtrodden

Qver on the left, halfway down the 
central nave, was the pulpit and on 
the other side was a bruised, blood- 
streaked image of Christ on the Cross. 
Above the main altar, high up, dressed 
in white, was an image of the Virgin 
Mary. She was the picture of health, 
with pink cheeks, and a crown on her 
head. Mary, the symbol of life, dom- 
inated the scene and over-shadowed 
the Christ, the symbol of unrelieved 
tragedy and of death. 


In his remarkable book The Invis- 
ible Christ, Ricardo Rojas says that at 
Bethlehem only the three then-known 
faces were represented by the wise 
men. “There was lacking inthat.court,” 
he says, ‘“the Copper-colored King, the 
Inca of America. Fifteen centuries 
later the man from America reached 
Bethlehem.”” Unlike the other kings, 
the visitors from the East, he seems 
to have been more impressed by the 

Viggin mother than by her child. So, 
B Latin America today you have “Ma- 
nity” rather than Christianity. 
AS in Spain, the different images of 
ary in Latin America, the Virgin of 
ajan (made a general in the Argen- 
ie Army), the Virgin of La Merced 
fi Lima, the Virgin of Guadalupe in 
Mexico, and so on, remind one very 
much of the pagan goddesses of for- 
mer civilizations. These white, brown 
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and black images of Mary have their 
own followers who worship them and 
take them out in processions. They 
are local deities. The images of the 
saints also receive homage ‘and are 


supposed to bestow special favors. 


A DEAD CHRIST 

But what of the Christ? He is pres- 
ent in the Cathedral such as the one 
in Buenos Aires referred to above. 
But he is not the Lord of life, the 
Saviour; he is the dead Christ, the 
bleeding, tragic victim on the Cross. 
He is the Lord of the Sepulchre, a 
recumbent image in the Church of 
Santo Domingo in Lima, an image that 
is supposed to sweat miraculously, so 
that the faithful as they file past on 
Good Friday buy a piece of absorbent 
cotton dipped in the perspiration. Or 
he is the Senor de Lurin, to whom the 
rural people in that part of Peru pray 
for good harvests. Some years ago the 
church housing this image was burned . 
down and the charred remains of the 
image were rescued from the debris 
and carried through the streets to the 
cries of “God is dead, God is dead.” 
Christ has become a fetish, an object of 
veneration as well as of pity, to be 
patronized. 

Dr. Mackay sums up the matter 
very dramatically in these words: “A 
Christ known in life as an infant, and 
in death as a corpse, over whose help- 
less childhood and tragic fate the Vir- 
gin Mother presides; a Christ who be- 
came man in the interests of eschatol- 
ogy, whose permanent reality resides 
in a magic wafer bestowing immortal- 
ity; a Virgin Mother who by not tast- 
ing death became the Queen of Life— 
that is the Christ, and that the Virgin 
who came to America! He came as 
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Lord of Death and of the life that 
is to be; she came as Sovereign Lady of 
the life that now is!” 


That is the tragedy of Latin Ameri- 
ca, the tragedy of a continent that 
bears His name, but has never known 
the Christ. But lo! the heralds of a 
new day, the messengers of the Lord 
of life, the bearers of good news of a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord, a 
living Saviour, alive forevermore, who 
can change lives and make all things 
new. It is springtime in Latin Ameri- 
ca and new life is bursting forth. 
Those who have found the Christ are 
filled with a new joy, like the man in 
the parable who found the pearl of 
great price. 


PROGRESS OF THE GOSPEL 


When I was in Haiti a few months 
ago I was told the story of the first 
visit of an evangelist to a place not 
far from where I was staying. It ap- 
pears that 75 years ago a man from 
this place went to Turke Island in the 
Bahamas and was greatly impressed 
by the way the people lived in con- 
trast to the way people lived in his 
own town. They were cleaner, more 
orderly and happier. On inquiring as 
to why this difference, and what it was 
these people had that his own had not, 
he was told it was due to the Bible. 
He asked to see this book and they 
gave him a copy of the English Bible. 
He took the book back home with him 
and told his relatives and friends that 
some day someone would come and 
tell them about the message in this 
book.

In Puerto Rico I attended a 
pieat mass meeting of fifty thousand 
evangelicals who had come from all 
wer the island to witness for their 
faith on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of Protestantism in Puerto 
Rico, A few weeks later we had a rally 
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in Madison Square Garden in New 
York. It was a great meeting, but it 
took a lot of hard work and organiz- 
ing to get 16,000 Protestants out on 
that occasion. 


A NEW SPIRIT 


In Haiti I travelled with some of 
the leaders of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society and in every 
church we visited hundreds of people 
gathered from the countryside for spe- 
cial meetings during the week. Some 
of them had walked for several hours 
to be there. I remember one of those 
crowded meetings with hundreds of 
people inside the church and looking 
in at the open windows from the out- 
side. After the messages different 
groups of school children, cute little 
wide-eyed Negro boys and girls, sang 
their songs and gave their recitations 
in creole. When it was all over the 
mayor of the town came to speak to 
us. He said he had recently been to 
see the president of the republic and 
he had told him what a great change 
had been brought about in the people 
of his town since the evangelicals 
came. “Before,” he said, “the people 
were disorderly and ungovernable. 
Now they are orderly and there is a 
new spirit in the community.” 

But in Latin America it often costs 
to be an evangelical. It means to be dif- 
ferent from others and you may be at- 
tacked in your home or while at wor- 
ship, or you may be discriminated 
against if you happen to go to a hos- 
pital run by nuns. In Haiti, in the 
place I have just referred to, the Bap- 
tist congregation was attacked with 
stones by the Roman Catholics as they 
were coming out of a service. 
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On the other hand, there is much 
to encourage one in Latin America 
today. A short time ago, in a large 
theater in Havana filled to capacity 
with evangelicals and their friends, 
Dr. Odell, secretary for West Indies 
of the Board of National Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church USA, was 
awatded the Order of Manuel Ces- 
pedes, the highest grade that anyone, 
except the president of the country, 
can get. And he was given this signal 
honor because of his great work as a 
Protestant missionary leader. In other 
countries missionaries have also been 
honored by Latin American govern- 
ments for their contribution to the wel- 
fare of the people. 


NEED FOR MORE MISSIONARIES 


We can be encouraged also by the 
response of the people, especially the 
humble people, to the preaching of the 
Gospel, but we need to increase great- 


ly our forces if we are to take advan- 
tage of the great opportunities that lie 
before us. We need more and better 
trained missionaries in many countries. 
We need also to select and train many 
more national leaders. One of the se- 
crets of Dr. Odell’s work in the West 
Indies was the result of an objective 
which he put before himself many 
years ago, namely to help train by 
means of scholarships and other forms 
of personal aid, 100 Christian young 
men and women for Christian service. 
He has helped many more than that 
number and they are in service today. 

The Evangelical Church has taken 
root in the Latin American soil. We 
had evidences of this at the Buenos 
Aires Conference last summer, where 
we saw a capable Latin American 
leadership for the first time organizing

ANSWER: Yes, I can give you a clear-cut 
statement of the Roman Catholic Church 
that there is no salvation outside that 
Church. The official decrees of several popes 
and Catholic Church councils (for exam- 
ple: Pope Innocent III in the Fourth Lat- 
eran Council, Pope Boniface VIII, and Pope 
Pius IX) leave no doubt about this. Pope 
Innocent III decreed: “Outside the Catho- 
lic Church. no man whatever is saved.” 
Pope Boniface VIII put it as follows: 
“Now, therefore, we declare, say, deter- 
mine and pronounce that for every human 
creature it is necessary for salvation to be 
subject to the authority of the Roman Pon- 
tiff.” This teaching is also found-in the 
catechism which every Roman Catholic boy 
and girl has to memorize. 

Further confirmation of this may be had 
from the oath or ‘Profession of Faith’ 
which must be made by every Protestant 
who becomes a Roman Catholic, and which 
says: “Besides, I accept, without hesitation, 
and profess all that has been handed down, 
defined and declared by the Sacred Canons 
and by the General Councils, especially by 
the Sacred Council of Trent, and by the 
General Council of the Vatican, and in a 
special manner concerning the primacy and 
infallibility of the Roman Pontiff.

The 
Roman Catholic Church as such originated 
in the ninth century when the Christian 
Church was divided into two branches: the 
Eastern Orthodox and the Roman. 

' Likewise, Protestant Churches are truly 
apostolic since their doctrines are the same 
as the Apostles taught and as they are set 
forth in the New Testament. Most of the 
essential teachings of the Roman Catholic 
Church are not found in the New Testa- 
ment, but are based upon Tradition, which 
grew out of the historical development of 
its organization. Protestants hold only to 
what the Apostles taught, namely, the uni- 
versal priesthood of all believers, justifica- 
tion by faith, the freedom of the individual 
in Christ, and the one and all-sufficient 
sacrifice of Christ on Calvary. In place of 
these, the Roman Catholic Church has sub- 
stituted doctrines of its own to sustain the 
power of its organization.

It must be remembered that in Eu- 
rope as a whole Roman Catholics 
(nominally, at least) are in the great 
majority, whereas in the United States 
they comprise only about 18% of the 
total population. Jews form a very 
small fraction of the U. S. poulation 
(about 3%), but large numbers of 
them have been made homeless in Eu- 
rope because of Nazi-Fascist persecu- 
tion. Protestants, on the other hand, 
form a comparatively small percent- 
age of the population of Europe as a 
whole (about 19%), whereas in the 
United States regular church-affiliated 
Protestants constitute about 32% of 
the population, with almost as many 
more again who profess to be Protes- 
tants but who.attend church irregular- 
ly. These figures should prove conclu- 
sively enough that there was nothing 
unfair or discriminatory against Cath- 
olics and Jews in the provisions of the 
DP Act of 1948. It is generally ad- 
mitted that many of the most desir- 
able refugees have been those from 
the (Protestant) Baltic States. 


Now it seems likely that the new 
DP bill, voted by the Senate after a 
long, bitter struggle last April 5, will 
further increase the percentage of 
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Catholic and Jewish DP’s who will be 
admitted into the United States up till 
June 30, 1951. For it cut out the two 
disputed provisions that no less than 
40% should be from the Baltic (Prot- 
estant) countries, and that no less 
than 30% must have pursued agricul- 
ture as a vocation. It also increased 
the number of displaced persons to be 
admitted during the year ending June 
30, 1951, to 359,00, which includes 
54,744 ‘expellees,” as distinguished 
from DP’s, and 20,000 non-quota war 
orphans.

In the 1948 law, 
this cut-off date was December 22, 
1945, which was assailed as discrim- 
inatory against those who fled from 
Communist oppression since the end 
of the war.

It is many years since a book on the 
Roman Catholic Church has aroused so 
much public interest in America as Blan- 
shard’s American Freedom and Catholic 
Power. It is a sign that thinking Ameri- 
cans are becoming conscious of the power 
of the Roman Catholic Church as a danger- 
ous factor in the conduct of American life, 
as well as in international affairs. Blan- 
shard’s book has filled a timely need by 
supplying a wealth of facts and informa- 
tion about the Catholic Church. He has 
been in great demand for public lectures 
on the subject, and shortly after his de- 
bate at Harvard he also debated with Jes- 
uit Father Robert C. Hartnett, editor of 
America magazine, at Yale, under the aus- 
pices of the Yale Law School Student As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Blanshard, in his book, lectures and 
debates, has one weakness. Being on the 
tolerant, Protestant side, he stresses the 
fact that he does not criticize the religious 
beliefs of the Roman Catholic people, but 
only “the cultural, political and economic 
policies of the rulers of the Catholic 
Church.” This is a virtue, but his oppon- 
ents give him no credit for it. “The Cath- 
olic faith cannot in this manner be divor- 
ced from the whole conception of a divine- 
ly instituted teaching authority,” says the 
Catholic World, in its issue for last April, 
“nor from the policies, harmonious with 
that faith, that such teaching authority is 
bound to pursue. If you attack one, you 
attack the other.” This is quite true, and 
Protestants will have to face the fact that 
they cannot oppose Rome’s. politics and 
avoid criticism of its religious teachings. 
In fact, its political power is built upon 
its unscriptural and erroneous religious 
dogmas. The hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church in the United States will continue 
to influence the cultural and political ac- 
tivities of their twenty-five million fol- 
lowers as long as these latter blindly be- 
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lieve that their eternal salvation in the next 
life depends upon the moral and doctrinal 
dictates of their bishops and priests. 


It is a healthy sign that the subject of 
Catholic power in America is debated in 
public and over the radio. In introducing 
the speakers at the Harvard meeting, Mr. 
Anthony P. Nugent, president of the Har- 
vard Law School Forum, called it a ‘‘red- 
hot’ subject, and the Moderator of the 
debate, Prof. Henry D. Aiken, mentioned 
that some do not want to handle it because 
we all should stand together with the Ro- 
man Catholic Church at this time in fight- 
ing Communism. With this, Prof. Aiken 
disagreed, and wisely remarked that “‘gues- 
tions of principle and questions of fact of 
great moment are important, and not every 
issue should be judged in terms of its 
bearing on the question of Communist 
power.” 


It is good also that the Harvard Law 
School Forum should have published this 
word-for-word transcript of the debate be- 
tween Mr. Blanshard and Father Dunne. 
It is a faithful record of what was said, 
and how it was said, by both protagonists.
